Biekford Lang was born in Limerick, 


Maine, in May, 1823. 
In 1843 he came to 


this city and was not long putting himself 
among the number of Lowell's prominent 
citizens. For seven and one-bait years be 
officiated in the capacity of superintend- 
ent of the city farm, for 10 years was city 
marshal, for two years was deputy mar- 
| shal and in 1873 was appointed trnanl 
' commissioner which position he held untl 
his death always performing his duties in a 
manner hiehly satisfactory. Before holding 
public office in this city, he held the posi 
tion of assistant superintendent of the 
House of Industry, Deer island,and he also 
held a responsible position in the house of 
correction in So. Boston. 


He was best known in this city as truant 


commissioner, and is known to every Low- 
ell school boy for the past 20 years as

grim Commandery. He was also an es- 
teemed member of the Free Baptist church. 
He is survived by a widow and two sons, 
Horacejand Arthur.

hurled it at Victor, and ran away, being 
excited and afraid of Carlson and Otto 
Ehineback, both of them having knives. 


He threw the bottle and did not think 


of anything at (*!e time he was arrested 
and placed in a cell. 


Shortly after 11 o'clock the court began 


Its charge to the jury, which lasted for 
half an hour.

The aldermen should endeav- 
or to make the business as respectable as 
possible by licensing only respectable 
places and granting licenses to none but 
deserving men. By "deserving men" as 
here used is meant men who are most like- 
ly to do business in compliance with, the 


law, not men who supported this or that 
alderman or who voted against their party 
in gome political contest.

She has had several quarrels with 
Wirmell, and has been heard to make 
threats toward him.

BAY STATE LEGISLATURE. 


THE HOUSE PASSES A NUMBER 


OF BILLS. 


1 lie local Street Railway Allowed to Ex- 


tend Its Track*—Bill for Exniniiiation 
ami Certification of School Teachers by 
State Authority. 


BOSTON, April 11.—The bill appropriat- 


ing £500,000 for the maintenance and 
operation of the metropolitan sewerage 
gyatern -.ras brought up in the housa and 
passed to be engrossed. 


The house passed to be engrossed a bill 


to nut bonze the Lowell and Suburban 
Street R'lihvay company to extend its 
tricks ami to supply electricity. 


The house adopted an order that the 


secretary of the commonwealth, be in- 
Btiucted to inform the house the reasons 
of the delay in furinshiug to the general 
court the printed copies of the report of 
the board of gas ami electric light com- 
missioners, said report having been trans- 
mitted to the state printers Feb. 28, It 
is understood that the delay is charged 
upon the gas coumjlssioneis. 


Th° joint committee on judiciary re- 


ported agaiust a bill to enable manufac- 
turing corporations organized under the 
laws of foreign countries to hold nnd con- 
vey real estate in this commonwealth; no 
legislation necessary on the annual report 
of the attorney general; against a bill 
making overy Saturday from V-i noon to 
12 mi bright a legal half holiday, and 
changing the law relative to the presenta- 
tion of bills and notes on holidays. 


The committee on railroads reported 


against two bills providing for a change 
in thegiadc-crossiua abolition law; also 
against the bill to regulate demurrage 
charges by rnilroad companies. 


The house amused itself for some time 


over an order offered by Jlr Roberts call- 
ing upon the board of railroad commis- 
sioners to look into the subject of fenders 
for electric cnrs and report to the next 
general court. 
The order was nearly 


amended out of existence by members who 
were disposed to treat the matter face- 
tiously and otherwise, but was finally 
adopted. 


The house passed to be engrossed tho 


hill authorizing gas and electric light 
companies to discontinue service for non- 
payment of charges, the bill to prevent 
double taxation ol machinery; also a bill 
providing that gas companies shall not he 
allo.wed to refuse to furnish gas to a 
building because of the fact that a pre- 
vious occupant of a building has left un- 
paid a gat bill. 


The "house accepted the report ol the 


committee on mercantile aflairs, which 
reported mlveisely on a bill providing for 
placing 
electrical 
conductors 
under- 


ground in cities and-for commissioners o£ 
electrical subways. 


The house passed to be engrossed the 


bill for the examination and certification 
of schoolteachers by state authority and 
providing that the state board of educa- 
tion shall cause to be held public exam- 
inations of candidates for the position of 
teachers in the public schools of the com 
monweiilth; candidates who pass shall be 
given certificates, which may be accepted 
by school committees in lieu of the per 
sonal examination 
now required 
by 


statute.

The Jary Returns a Verdict tor Man- 


slaughter — The Accused 
Tells His 


Story. 


DEDHAM, Mass., April 11.—Alfred Ber- 


geron's counsel made a strong plea for 
his client ia the superior court here. Ber- 
geson is alleged to hai e caused tb.8 death 
of Victor Carlson at Quincy, Feb. 16, by 
striking hinj with a bottle over the head. 


The accused said he was born in this 


state, his father being :i > eteran of the late 
war. Oaths night of the trouble with 
Victor Carlson he, with his brother 
George and Dougal, -pent on the hill on 
Common street. 


He saw Victor, and Victor said "Hello, 


Sweeney," and Victor had a knife, which 
he had held open in his hand, and was 
about io strike his brother George, 


And Be Interfered. 


Then Victor went away a few feet, nnd 


in the course of the melee Victor appeared 
tall and powerful, and the accused heard 
his brother cry: "They are stabbing me, 
Fredl" and Ifred could do nothing; but 
seizing the bottle, filled with kerosene oil, 
hurled it at Victor, and ran away, being 
excited and afraid of Carlson and Otto 
Elhineback, both of them having kmves. 


He ilirew the bottle and did not think 


of anything at Ac time he was arrested 
and placed in a cell. 


Shortly after 11 o'clock the court began 


its charge to the jury, which lasted for 
half an hour. 


Instruction! to the Jury. 


The case was graphically summed up 


and the jury virtually instructed that if 
it was found that the defendant and his 
friends had picked a qunrrel with Carl- 
son and then resorted to force, which cost 
him hia life, to defend themselves, a ver- 
dict of guilty would be justified. 


Bat on the other haud if tho evidence 


was such as to show that Carlson was 
unduly resentful and quarrelsome and at- 
tempted to use a knifo without warrant- 
able provocation, then a verdict-of acquit- 
tal should be returned. 


The court-ruled that the defendant was 


justified in defending his brother, if the 
evidence had shown there was occasion 
for it, and that his plea of self-defense, 
under these circumstances, was tenable. 


The jury retired nt 11 40 o'clock, and at 


1:45 returned a verdict of guilty, with a 
recommendation to the court of mercy. 


Bergeson was sentenced to the Mas- 


sachusetts reformatoiy.
